‘GENERAL GRAHAM 


Pronounced a Failure by the 
London Newspapers. 


Sunday's Fight Pronounced a Tremendous 
British Defeat—Osman Digna’s Tactics 
—Harassing the Convoys. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
Suakm, March 24.—Sappers are. now 
engaged in making a road through the 
brush toward Tamai. A convoy of pro- 
visions and water go to the zereba, the 
scene of Sunday’s battle. Osman Digna’s 


famous chief, Toggiah, was killed Sunday. 
The Egyptian troops will be shipped 
back to Cairo to-morrow. Prisoners re- 
port that Osman Digna’s men at Tamai 
are sending all the women and children 
back into the hills, and preparing to 
make a desperate resistance to the British 
advance. The Shropshire regiment, ac- 
companied by convoys, has started to jcin 
General McNeill at the Hasheen zereba. 
GRAHAM TO BE RECALLED. ‘ 
Lonpon, March 24.—The war office 
dissatisfied with General Graham’s man- 
agement of the advance, and he will 
probably be recalled. The Government 
officials at Chatham have been ordered to 
prepare for immediate service a lar 
draft of the transport corps, which it 
supposed will be sent to Suakim. 
Lonpon, March 24.—The St. James 
Gazette denounces the incapacity shown 
at headquarters, and says: “This mur- 
derous military scuffle would never have 
happened if Generals McNeill and Gra 
ham had taken the precaution which 
should have occurred to a cadet.’’ The 
general press comments in the same tone. 
OSMAN DIGNA’S GENERALSHIP. 
Svuakm, March 24.—Osman Digna has 
ordered his Arabs not to attack British 
positions in entrenched zerebas on the 
road to Tamai, but to intercept and de- 
stroy all convoys of water and provisions, 
so as to starve the garrisons. - The dead 
Arabs found upon the field near Tamai 
after the recent engagement were very 
muck emaciated, proving that Osman 
Digna is short of food. Two powerful na- 
tive tribes have rebelled against the 


Mahdi. 
SUNDAY’S CASUALTIES. 

Suaxkrm, March 24.—The latest returns 
regarding the casualties of Sunday’s en- 
gagement show that, including the Indian 
troops and exclusive of camp followers, 
six officers and ninety-four men were 
killed and six officers and one hundred 
and thirty-six men wounded. One offi- 
cer and seventy men are _ reported 
missing. The guards. and marines 
while advancing from Hasheen to the 
zereba to-day, to meet a convoy from 
Suakim had several musketry skirmishes 
with the rebels, during which sixteen 
British were wounded and one killed. 
The transport and commissariat of the 
British service lost 150 men killed in Sun- 
day’s engagement near Tamai. 

Suakim, March 24.—The scarcity of 
camels «delays the advance on Tamai. 
In the attack upon the guards and ma- 
rines to-day several Arabs were killed. 
Armed women are seen among the rebels. 

SWARMING WITH ARABS, - | 

Lonpon, March 24.—Advices from 
Suakim state that the country between 
Suakim and the zerebas isswarming with 
Arabs. The Diritto of Rome alludes tv 
the fight of Sunday asa tremendous defeat 
of the British, which will inspire 
with new courage the whole Arab 
world and make it mecessary for 
Italy to send 2,000 men more to Massawah 
in order not to risk beginning a campaign 
with such an experience as that of General 
Graham’s expedition.

Earl Dufferin Mobilizing the Eng- 
lish Army in India. 
ALLAHABAD, March 24.—Earl Dufferin,

UNION PACIFIC RAILROAD. 


Summary of its @perations for the 
Year 1884. 
Boston, March 24.—A summary of the 


| Operations of the Union Pacific Railroad 


jor the year 1884 has been made public pre- 
liminary to the annual meeting to-morrow. 
It is as follows: For last six months the 
earnings, excluding St. Joseph and West- 
ern Railroad, were $14,738,000; expenses, 
$6,807,000; taxes $549,000. The surplus 
| earnings of the entire system for the last 
six months of 1884 were $7,381,000. Other 
receipts from miscellaneous sources make 
the total income $7,892,000, as against a 
total income for the first six months of the 
year of $3,849,000. The expenditures for 
the. last six months were $3,795,000. Of 
this amount $2,674,000 were paid for 
interest on bonds. The total surplus for 
the last six months of the year was 
$4,096,000. From this is deducted $750,- 
000 for the United States. 

‘During the past year there have been 
expenses and loss in receipts not likely to 
occur again. The increase in taxes of 
$245,753 is owing to the new law in 
Nebraska. The tolls due from the St. 
Joseph and Western road to the St. 
Joseph Bridge Building Company have 
not been paid. These tolls, amounting 
to $101,865, are properly the receipts of 
this system. They will soon be paid. 
The accumulated deficiencies of open ac- 
counts and disputed credits since the con- 
solidation of 1880 have been charged 
against the surplus income ot 1884, which 
has sufficed to meet them all, after paying 
a dividend of 1% per cent., and yet leave 
&@ balance of $1,033,444, equal to 1 7-10 
per cent. on the company’s capital stock. 
The total outstanding funded debt of the 
which does not include the 
fanded debts of auxiliary and independent 
organizations in which the company is 
interested, amounted, December 31, 1884, 
to $34,173,285, as compared with $84,506,- 
382 December 31st of the previous year, 
showing a decrease for the year of $333,- 
047. The net reduction of the entire 
debt, funded and floating, during the year 
was $578,000. The land sales of the com- 
pany during the year, after deducting 
sales canceled, were 4,231,041 acres for 
Union Pacific proper, which realized

Among Them—Ex-President Arthur 
Tendered an Appointment.—

consisting of Joseph Packard and Wm. 
Winn, representing the Civil Service Re- 
form Association of Maryland, waited on 
Secretary Manning to-day and presented 
him with a copy of the resolutions 
adopted by the association protesting 
against the appointment of Eugene Hig- 
gins as Chief of the Appointment Divi- 
sion of the Treasury Department.

‘Women vs. Ladies. 

A TITLE OF HONOR BECOMING ONE. OF 
BIDICULE. 

To the Editor of the Times— Sir: 
Years ago, before women discovered 
that they were “‘first individuals, then 
women,’’ as Frances Power Cobbe so 
well puts it, there were but simple and 
brief terms in which to speak of them. 
The old English word ‘‘female’’—now 
almost a term of reproach—was then 
commonly used, 
as Fielding and Smollett, by no means 
disdaining the term as applied to their 
‘model heroines. A ‘‘lady’’ then meant 
one whose social position was high, 
and who was possessed of the then rarer 
qualities of education and manner, being 
able to read and write; while the term 
‘‘woman’’ included both. Later, and 
possibly wisely enough, the word 
*female’’ has become obsolete, retiring 
in favor of the word woman, the female 
sex naturally enough preferring to be 
distinguished trom. the whole animal 
world of their kind by a more special 
and gracious term. Why there should 
exist, in numerous feminine minds, 
so deep-seated a prejudice against 
the use of the word is one of the 
queerest of their many queernesses. As 
a comical instance of this, I recall that 
during my collegs” “Mays, one of our 
learned and cultured profeSsors chose 
to draw a parallel between some patho- 
logical states in the female animal and 
the female human. To my surprise 
and disgust, I found that there were 
only three out‘of a class of twenty 
women that did not feel honestly af- 
fronted at the phrase and the compari- 
son. I should hesitate to relate so 
damaging a story, but tbat I believe 
this false idea to be one that alittle 
thought would dissipate. Someof the 
over-sentimentality wasted on the term 
mother might be added here, asin the 
female is included the very idea of ma- 
ternity. With the modern broadening 
fields of active labor for women, came a 
need for new terms to show the new 
and delicate distinctions between the 
‘‘lady’’. who scrubbed floors or took in 
washing, and the girl whoclerked in a 
small store, and between whom 
there was ‘tan awful fixed,’’ 
not infrequently barring the way to 
otherwise friendly help and esteem. 
Democracy here might be defined as 
‘‘the individual right to be as good as 
the next fellow,’’ with great freedom in 
announcing such a state of things, both 
above and below stairs. And as such a 
theoretical state can no more become a 
reality than a communism in property, 
castes innumerable result. The line is 
| drawn with a distinctness that is suffi- 
jciently discouraging to the would-be 
helper of womankind, especially, | 
Terms, that once were proper enough, | 
become in time— generally through the 
unworthiness of their representatives— 
an insult or reproach, and new ones are 
adopted, with more or less aptness— 
generally less. Thus the term ‘‘shop- 
girl,’’ in itself surely harmless enough, 
is now resented by the worthy of that 
class, chiefly through the marked fail- 
ings of the class itself in refinement, 
breeding and morals; and as a substi- 
tute I saw, in a recent Trmgs, offered 
the pompous and ridiculous term, 
**sales-person.’’ One knows there are 
modesty, goodness and _ refinement 
enough among ‘‘shop-girls,’’ but among 
‘*sales-persons’’ one is at least sure of a 
foolish affectation. Along with this 
disinclination to be called by any- 
thing that really indicates one’s actual 
work or position, is the  deter- 
mination by all classes fo be called 
‘“‘lady,’’ whether one is that rara avis 
or not, and an idea that the really sound 
and sweet word womanis not good 
enough forthem. To such an extent 
has this foolish fad gone that the story 
is not impossible where the laundress 
sends word: ‘‘Tell that woman up 
stairs that I’m the lady as wants to do 
her washing’’—smile as one may over it. 
Sensible men and ‘‘real ladies’’ have 
deplored this folly, the press and the 
funny man have satirized and ridiculed 
it, and yet it will not down. Only the 
other day, in a meeting of women in 
the interests of women, one present 
spoke of the abandoned women of the 
town as ‘‘fallen ladies,’’ and while one 
Was amused at such artless naivete, one 
could but remember that the fallen 
women would perhaps be the first to 
claim the title ‘‘lady’’ as rightfully 
theirs. Away with these false ideas 
and esmasculated phrases! Drop the 
‘‘female’’ if you will, use the term 
‘‘lady’’ but sparingly —used properly 
its use will never wear it out— and con-
